Wo 
do r.dmiri the courajfc of the blind 
and marvel at the cheerful way in 
whirl! hibst of thorn accept their 
handicap. Yet, It is for each one of 
them a loon beyond mcaaurc. It Is 
bai enough to be blind, hut It sccmi 
inllnltely worse If the loss of sight 
might have h.oon prevented. When we 
realise that os a result of ignorance 
or carlesanc^s msuiy children are 
doomed to pass their Uvea in darU- 
neca,. we would do well to take the 
necessary precaution! so that such 
cases may not be repeated. 

At the time of birth, the child's €\y 
*3 nr-iiy bo exposed to infection. Cert 
ain germs may gain entrance and 
set up a destructive inflainmatlon 
that may lead to blindness. Because 
such a danger docs exist, it is the 
practice to treat the eyes of the new 
bom with a solution which will des¬ 
troy these germs before they have 
a chance to do any harm. In many 
places such treatment is required by 
law. This simple and painless but ef¬ 
ficient procedure would, if carried 
out regularly and without fail, in all 
caTes, c’lminate quite a large percent 
age cf blindness In Infants. 

Ihc next important preventive 
measure la the ncciirtng of treatment 
without delay for the baby whose 
eyelids become cwollon or red <r If 
there is any discharge. When wo ray 
without delay, we rr.can actuary 
without an hour's delay, because pro 
n ot treatment may offer the only 
hope of saving the baby’o Dight.

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FATFENING BROILERS 

In producing milk fed broilers it 
has be.n customary to odd quite a 
large proportion of meat meal to the 
m os well as using sklm-znllk as 
a mixer In order to supply sufficient 
anmal feeds for the maintinance of 
growdh and at th.^ same time supply 
a ration high in carbohydrates fer 
fattening purposes. Since the addit¬ 
ion of this meat meal U cosUy its el¬ 
imination from the ration would be 
highly desirable as long as equally 
good r.:nult8 could be obtained with¬ 
out it. 

A test was carried on at Uic Poult 
ry Division (Xmtral Experimental 
Farm, comparing two raUons, one o1 
which contained meat meal and Ui) 
other cereal feeds only, for fattening 
broi’ers. Equal parts of ground wheat 
ground oaU and ground barley ma<l j 
up the cereal ration with the addit¬ 
ion of 10 ijer cent of meat meal ta 
the one ration. Both were fed three 


times daily using sour skini-niilk as 
a mixer an^j mixing each feed one 
feeding in advance Two lotM of chick 
.^ns seven weeks of age wore used 
of thirty-seven and thlrty-iiix birds 
each. These birds wer*3 ')audcd aacl 
weighed indivlduaily in giains ut the 
beginning, ut Uic end of the Urst week 
and fot tho enj of the e^^penment (14 
dsyt.l The averog) gala for the Iw’o 
lots was pracUvally identical, the 
difference being only one tcntli of an 
ouncj per bird which was quite insig¬ 
nificant. The let mailing this slightly 
greater gain consumed a little more 
feed consequently it required exactly 
the same amount of feed to produce 
one ounce of gain upon both rations. 

It would appear unnecssaary. there 
fai‘c to use anything other than skim- 
mi.k and ground grains to obtain go.d 
gains in fattening, and the additlcn 
of a quantity of meat meal iu i b- 
vlously unucecssary and a waste cf 
costly feed. Attention is drawn
